Horrible Panishment Given to Two 
Miserable Ruflians.

AN EDITOR SHOT. 


His Exposure of a Doctor's Crooked- 

ness Costs Him His Life. 
Repwoop City, Nov. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| One of the most sensa- 
tional attempts at murder ever known in 
this locality took place this ¢fternoon. Dr. 
L. E. Powell shot and fatally wounded R.

By Telegravh to The Times, 
San Diego, Nov. 29.—[Special.} The 
heavy explosion at the Santa Fé wharf last 
night remained a mystery until this morn-

her starboard bow by a dynamite bomb. 
The explosion oceurred at about 8 o’clock, 
and, although the vessel was violently 
shaken by the concussion, the night was 
dark andthe sailors could not.learn the 
cause. During the day Capt. Collins of the 
Otago had an altercation with Capt. Nelson 
of the International steamer Carlos Pacheeo, 
the trouble arising from a question of privi- 
leges at the wharf, at which both vessels 
were moored side by side. Collins applied 
a vile epithet to Nelson, and reports the 
latter as saying, “I'll fix you fer this!’ 
Collins said, ‘Come on and fix me now.” 
Nelson rejoined, ‘‘No, ’’m not ready for it 
now.” 
The conversation took place at6 p.m. At 
7:40 the steamer cast. off for her regular trip 
south to Ensenada, and just at that tima the 
explosion took place. Capt. Collins believes 
that the bomb was thrown from the steamer, 
but has not the slightest trace yet of the 
identity of the miscreant.

“Oh the cry of revehge being uttered in 
the audience,” he went on, “I said: ‘Not 
now; capitalists are arrayed against us, 
We are here to accuse, arid I accuse Grin- 
nell, Gary and the judgés of murder.’ ” 

He had described Powderly as instru- 
mental in the execution by not taking sides 
with the condemned men. He was not 
sure he said he would give ten years of his 
life to know the hangman and that he 
would strangle him. He had never said 


that for every man killed in Ohicago 500 
would be slanghtered. 

‘Most said that he was a communistic  An- 
archist, and assumed the oratorical style 
whieh had distinguished the first half of 
his direct testimony. When Mr. Nicoll, on 
cross-examination, asked him to state his 
views: “We did not fight er any par- 
ticular government,” said Most.

satisfied by selecting lands within the ad- 
© joining limits, thus nearly doubling the 
area of the original grants. Under these 
acts the land departinent bas withdawn 
from the public domain not only the ted 
limits, but lends within the indemnity lim- 
its at the request of the crantee companies. 
This enormous quantity of pubiic land 
awaited the convenience of corporations con- 
Stracting their roads. ‘This legislation gave 
an incurable wound to the homestead 
scheme, giving capitalista as a basis for 
taflic, speculation and gigantic financial 
chemes, what was originally designated as 
he abodes of domestic happiness for an in- 
jastrious, thrifty people. Notwithstanding 
he indemnity withdrawals, few companies 
ifany constructed roads within the time 
prescribed as the express conditions of the 


grants. Maps -of ‘probable,’ ‘general,’ 
and ‘definite’ foutes were 


raplily, and withdrawals thereunder 
were asked and almost iinmediately granted 
until the States Territories were grid- 
ironed with railroad grants and indemnity 
limits overlapping each other, so that 
settlers seeking homes, claimed by one or 
more roads, for the sake of peace, consented 
to purchase from the company a great deal 
of land, of which the Soepasy has neither 
legal nor mora! right. The hardship pro- 
duced upon the settlers was greatly 
> #£«inere by the bold schemes of com- 
panies’ agents, claiming lands where no title 
* attached, the Congressional surveys not 
having been made, and the unfortunate set- 
tler discovering, when the surveys were 
made, that the company had no title, 
thereby suffering deprivation of home, 
land and waste of years. The settler was 
too poor to litigate against the corporations. 
The highest courtof the land declareda 
withdrawal, once made by a competent 
authority, legal and effective to exclude all 
from intrusion within its limits.
